FOR  THE  YEAR  1954. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northampton  Rural  District  Council. 

My  Lady*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1954. 

The  statistics  with  regard  to  Infectious  Disease  agree  with  those 
of  the  rest  of  the  country.  As  regards  notification  of  infectious 
disease  by  General  Practitioners,  it  was  again  necessary  to  draw  their 
attention  to  the  fact  that  it  appeared  that  all  infectious  diseases  were 
not  being  notified  as  they  should  be  by  statute. 

Next  year  should  see  the  slum  clearance  programme  in  operation  and 
one  hopes  to  see  a  complete  programme  of  the  villages  to  be  dealt  with 
in  full  operation  so  that  this  may  be  completed  by  August,  1955. 

I  still  regret  that  no  report  is  ever  received  from  the  Mid- 
Northamptonshire  Water  Board  as  regards  the  condition  of  the  water  in 
this  area,  as  one  would  feel  more  confident  if  one  knew  the  water  was 
always  satisfactory. 

I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Miller  and  Mr.  Merriman  for  all  the  help  they 
have  given  me  in  the  past  year. _

Natural  and  Social  Conditions . 

Deaths The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  by 
the  Registrar  General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transferable 
deaths  was  274,  as  compared  with  231  in  1953 «  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  estimated  population  was  13.1  per  thousand  as  compared  with 
11.3  in  1953.

2 .  Laboratory  Facilities ; - 

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
whose  laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr.  C.  Hoyle,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological 
examination  of  water  samples  is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 

3.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin;- 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the 
District  by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital. 

4 .  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics : - 

Child  Welfare  Centres,  provided  by  the  County  Council,  are 
held  at  Duston,  Hackleton,  Kislingbury,  Weston  Favell  and  Roade. 

An  antenatal  clinic,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is 


available  at  the  County  Hall,  Northampton.

6. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area . 


1.  Water 

The  Main  Public  Water  Supply  is  now  available  in  all  Parishes 
in  the  District  with  the  exception  of  Castle  Ashby.  There  are, 
however,  private  piped  water  supplies  to  Castle  Ashby,  Whist on  and 
Little  Houghton.  The  water  supplies  derived  from  private  and 
public  wells  are  still  far  from  satisfactory  and  in  nearly  every 
case,  upon  being  analysed,  the  water  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

At  present  there  are  11  public  wells.  Of  these,  9  have  pumps 
in  working  order.  Most  of  these  wells  are  polluted,  and  where 
applicable,  notices  have  been  posted  to  indicate  that  the  water  is 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Very  satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  schemes  of 
main  drainage,  and  given  reasonable  approval  periods  by  the  Ministry, 
the  achievement  of  lOC^o  throughout  the  District  is  within  foreseeable 
distance.  Fuller  details  of  progress  in  these  particulars  can  be 
found  on  pages  12  and  13. 

3*  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  pollution  of 
rivers  or  streams. 

4 .  Sanitation  and  Water  Supplies  Schedule .

7. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

1.  Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  persons  registerable  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944  was  10.  In  addition  it  is  known  that 
there  are  32  producer/retailers  within  the  area,  over  which  the 
only  control  the  Council  have  is  action  in  cases  where  diseases  are 
likely  to  be  spread  by  milk. 

2 .  Food  Premises . 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  of  food  shops, 
travelling  vans  and  other  food  premises,  as  far  as  other  duties  have 
permitted.  Further  details  will  be  found  on  pages  15  and  16. 

3.  Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. 

No  notifications  of  food  poisoning  outbreaks  were  received 
during  1954c 

4.  Meat  Inspection. 

As  from  1st  July,  1954,  the  de-control  of  slaughtering  and  meat 
supplies  took  effect  and  eight  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  were 
licensed  for  immediate  use. 

Meat  Inspection  was  carried  out  as  far  as  other  commitments 
permitted  and  a  considerable  amount  of  overtime  had  to  be  worked. 

Improvements  to  licensed  slaughterhouses  have  been  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  licences,  providing  minimum 
amenities  and  conditions  in  order  to  attempt  to  raise  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  the  production  and  handling  of  moat  supplies  for 
the  public.

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases .  


1.  Smallpox. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  so  in  1953- 

2 .  Scarlet  Fever . 

Twenty-three  cases  (9  male,  14  female)  were  notified  during 
year,  as  compared  with  fifty  during  1953*  All  the  cases  appeared 
to  be  of  a  mild  clinical  type. 

3 •  Diphtheria . 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

4 .  Puerperal  Pyrexia . 

One  case  was  notified  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations, 
1939 ,  in  the  year  under  review,  as  compared  with  none  in  1953* 

5 .  Pneumonia . 

Thirty-one  cases  (10  male,  21  female)  of  acute  primary  pneumonia 
or  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as  compared  with  thirty- 
eight  cases  in  1953*  Pneumonia  was  the  certified  cause  of  death  in 
9  cases.  These  deaths  are  not  necessarily  those  of  patients  who 
were  notified  under  the  relevant  regulations. 

6 .  Erysipelas . 

Two  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  six  in  1953* 

7.  Measles . 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  four 
hundred  and  twenty-four  in  1953 «  There  were  no  deaths. 

8.  Eli o oping  Cough. 

Thirty  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  five 
in  1953-  There  were  no  deaths. 

9.  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  one  in  1953* 

10.  Acute  Encephalitis. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

11.  Dysentery. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  none  in 

1953. 

1 2 .  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever . 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  none 
in  1953. 

1 3 .  Tuber oul os is . 

Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  - 
two  cases  being  respiratory  -  as  compared  with  eleven  cases  -  ten 
respiratory  -  in  1953*

The  above  table  summarises  reports  received  on  the  routine  and 
emergency  water  sampling  during  the  year. 

The  trend  towards  purer  water  supplies  in  the  District  continues  as 
gradually  more  shallow  wells  fall  into  disuse. 

With  the  exception  of  Castle  Ashby,  the  public  supply  is  now 
available  to  all  parishes  in  the  District  and  a  steady  increase  in  the 
number  of  connections  to  the  public  supply  has  been  made. 

It  will  be  noted  that  nine  of  the  Public  Wells  were  in  use,  compared 
with  eleven  in  1953* 

During  the  year  no  chemical  examination  of  water  supplies  was  made. 

Table  IX  of  the  Appendix  on  page  30  gives  details  of  the  supply 
to  each  Parish  and  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken. 

Swimming  Pool. 

Since  the  summer  of  1952  the  modern  breakpoint  chlorination  doaing 
plant  has  been  operated  during  bathing  seasons  at  the  one  privately  owned 
public  swimming  pool  in  the  district  and  again  satisfactory  results  have 
been  produced.

Swimming  Pool  (Continued) . 

As  the  bathing  season  progressed,  samples  of  the  water  were 
systematically  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  on  only  one 
occasion  was  the  water  found  to  be  below  the  required  standard. 

With  sampling,  comparator  tests  were  also  carried  out,  to  check 
that  the  acidity  and  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water  conformed  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  standards. 

Tents,  Vans  &  Sheds. 

There  are  three  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  tho  two  in  use 
are  well  controlled,  the  third  has  not  now  been  used  for  several  years. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs . 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  infestation  were  reported,  compared  with 
one  infestation  in  1953*

General. 

The  new  disposal  works  have  proved  generally  satisfactory  during 
the  year,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  some  of  the  older  systems. 

Although  efforts  have  been  made  to  arrange  for  an  economical 
effluent  testing  service?  this  has  not  yet  materialised.  Lack  of 
effluent  analysis  is  certainly  a  handicap  in  assessing  the  efficiency 
of  the  purification?  particularly  with  the  River  Board's  activity. 


Most  of  the  properties  in  the  different  villages  where  sewerage 

is  now  available  are  becoming  connected  and  converted  to  water  closets.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal . 

No  changes  were  made  in  the  service  during  the  year?  nor  any 

increase  in  the  labour  strength?  although  in  September  you  authorised 

the  employment  of  an  additional  collecting  unit  of  three  men. 

The  statistics  of  the  service  given  in  the  Appendices  show 

appreciable  increases  over  the  previous  year?  viz.  weight  collected 

up  by  1 2$  and  mileage  up  by  25/£.  The  nett  cost,  however?  only 

increased  by  about  5/£  and  the  nett  costs  per  dwelling  and  per  head 
are  worthy  of  note. 


Only  one  c&her  Authority  in  the  County  has  a  lower  rate  cost. 

Of  the  vehicles  in  use?  two  are  now  nearly  eight  years  old?  and  the 
third?  an  ordinary  lorry?  is  not  really  suitable  for  the  purpose.  I 
hope  the  Council  will  give  consideration  to  this  point  at  an  early  dato.

Housing. 

With  the  overspill  population  from  Northampton  continuing  to  seek 
accommodation  in  the  District,  the  previous  year's  spate  of  housing 
development  continued  throughout  1954,  particularly  in  Parishes  nearer 
to  the  town. 

It  will  be  noted  that  since  1945  the  Council  have  completed  1,238 
permanent  houses ;  a  worthy  contribution  to  the  primary  needs  of  the 
District. 

A.s  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  statistics,  considerable  use  was 
made  during  the  year  of  Improvement  Grants,  provided  for  under  the  Housing 
kcts,  1949  -  1954,  to  raise  the  standard  of  amenities  and  arrangement  and 
to  promote  more  healthy  conditions  in  existing  houses. 

Sub-standard  houses  in  the  District  are  being  steadily  dealt  with, 
and  definite  strides  have  been  taken  in  re-housing  people  from  dwellings 
under  Housing  Act  Notice.  Reference  to  the  above  table  shows  some 
18  houses  under  Notice,  as  being  improved,  and  raised  out  of  this  class 
of  property. 


Milk  Regulations . 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  seven  supplementary  licences  were  issued  during  the 
year,  to  enable  firms  from  outside  the  area  to  retail  pasteurised  milk 
within  the  District,  and  two  licences  were  issued  for  sterilised  milk  to 
bo  sold.

Five  licences  were  issued  to  traders  outside  the  area  to  sell 
raw  tuberculin  tested  milk  in  the  area. 

Five  licences  were  also  issued  to  enable  dealers  whose  premises 
are  within  the  District  to  sell  milk  under  the  special  designation 
"Pasteurised. " 

It  is  estimated  that  8C J  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  designated 
(i.e.  Pasteurised*  Sterilised  or  Raw  T.T.)  whilst  the  remaining  2ty0  over 
which  the  Council  have  little  control*  is  supplied  by  producer/retailers 

in  the  district.

The  slow  but  steady  trend  towards  more  hygienic  food  promises 
continues.  As  far  as  other  work  has  permitted*  visits  made  to  food 
premises  have  shown  that  in  the  smaller  shops  where  it  is  needed  most 
a  higher  standard  of  arrangement,  amenities  and  clean  food  handling  is 
being  attained. 

In  instances  in  which  new  food  premises  are  to  be  constructed,  or 

old  buildings  to  be  altered  and  extended  as  food  shops,  cafes  or  canteens, 

plans  submitted  are  scrutinised  and  appropriate  action  taken.  Care  is 

thus  taken  to  ensure  that  a  high  but  fair  standard  is  insisted  upon  to 

/continued. . . 
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comply  with  up-to-date  Food  Legislation  and  thereby  the  public  demand 
for  cleanliness  in  this  important  field  of  Public  Health  promotion. 


Ice-Cream. 

There  are  42  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice¬ 
cream  and  of  these  premises  only  one  manufactures  the  product ,  and  then 
only  on  a  small  scale. 

The  trend  in  the  ice-cream  trade  continues  towards  the  concentration 
of  manufacture  in  a  few  large  businesses.  Thus  problems  of  transportation 
and  storage  have  to  be  ovorcome.  The  proper  wrapping  of  the  product  is 
a  main  essential  as  is  the  personal  cleanliness  of  the  individual  food 
handler. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  44  samples  wore  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  and  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

Meat  Inspection  (1st  July  to  31st  December,  1954) . 

Prior  to  the  de-control  of  slaughtering  and  meat  supplies 
(1st  July,  1954)  ten  butchers  in  the  district  applied  for  their 
slaughterhouses  to  be  licensed.  Of  these,  two  applications  were  withdrawn. 

On  July  1st  slaughtering  commenced  at  the  eight  licenced  slaughterhouses 
where  work  was  at  once  put  in  hand  to  bring  them  up  to  a  minimum  standard 
of  fitness  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  licence.  Of  the 
eight  slaughterhouses  seven  are  used  by  retail  butchers  and  the  eighth, 
an  abattoir,  was  at  first  used  by  a  wholesale  butcher,  and  latterly,  since 
October,  by  a  multiple  retailing  firm. 

This  above-mentioned  abattoir  at  Hardingstone  was  very  considerably 
extended  upon  de-control  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted  to  the  Council. 

In  November  and  subsequently  it  has  been  further  extended  to  provide  an 
additional  slaughterhouse  for  pigs,  sheep  and  calves,  and  considerable 
lairage  space  for  animals.  These  were  all  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  By  the  end  of  the  period  plans  had  also  been  passed  for 
considerable  cold  storage  accommodation,  to  consist  of  sections  for 
pre-cooled  space  and  deep  freeze  rooms. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  which,  incidentally,  \^as  the  climax  of 
the  meat  trade’s  peak  period  of  business,  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  a  week  at  Hardingstone  Abattoir  was  320,  compared  with  a 
total  of  72  animals  slaughtered  at  the  other  seven  slaughterhouses. 

During  the  first  six  months  period  of  slaughtering  in  the  District 
11,476  animals  were  slaughtered.  Of  these  animals  9,664  were  inspected^ 
a  proportion  of  84$.  Taking  into  account  the  many  other  Public  Health 
demands  made  upon  the  Department  this  was  a  considerable  proportion. 

Over  this  period  the  Sanitary  Inspector  worked  152  hours  overtime. 

Meat  and  offal  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  for  which 
voluntary  surrender  certificates  wore  issued  on  each  occasion,  amounted 
to  15  tons  3  qrs. 

Condemned  meat  and  offal  was  stained  and  disposed  of  to  approved 
traders .
